‘| the workers, there were doubts 
and misgivings, and fears of ex- 
ploitation,__To-day___there__is 
overwhelming evidence of the 
conviction that this fight is their 
fight, and that everything: for 
which organised labour has 
stood throughout its history is 
at stake. : 

More than that, they under- 
stand that the struggle is not 
only for their own rights and 
liberties, but also for that kind 
of internationalism which has 
peculiarly appealed to the 
British labour movement. Mr. 
Ernest Bevin, the powerful 
trade unionist who is now 
Minidter of Labour, made. his 
first appeal as 1 member of the 
Government to his old comrades 
on grounds larger than national 
grounds. “I am an_inter- 
nationalist,” he said, 
that- one reason why ‘he as:a 
trade unionist took office was 


because the labour movement 


was being internationally des- 
troyed and its members on the 
Continent were being impri- 
‘soned and tortured.

A portion of. the building of the 
Central British School waa last weck 
turned’ Into a, “trial hospital, and 
it wos visited bya representative of 
the Government Medical Department 
on Monday, 

The representative found that the 
lower floors of the School had been 
sond-bagged, like the Supreme Court 
and other bulldings, and by courtesy 
of the Medical Authorities in charge 
he was permitted to sce that portion 
of the building now serving as an 
Emiergency Hospitat for. n fortnight's 
trlal. 

The Government representative 
found a large airy room, which nor- 
mally functioned. os a’ hall, serving 
as‘a ward for nbout 20 men surgical 
eases who are being attended ‘by 


‘members of the. Auxiliary Nuralng § 
Service, including fully trained 


nurses, 

Onan upper floor was scen a smal- 
ler ward containing about 12 women 
surgical cases, ond all of them were 
very happy to be fn such a clean and 
well ventilated. place. A portion of 
the School, formerly given over to 
the teaching of domestic science, pro- 
vided excellent cullnary facllities. 

Along -{he same corridor the rer 
presentative found ‘rooms allocated 
for the use of a dispensary, an operat- 
ing theatre, and anaesthetic and X- 
ray rooms, On making enquiries, it 
was discovered that the bead of the 
nursing service was the Matron: of 
the Kowloon Hospital, who was com- 
bining her own work ut the Hospital 
with that at the School, 

The representative was also in- 
formed that the response for volun- 
teers to co-operate at the Emergency 
Hospital was 100 per.cent,, in so far 
as concerned the European section of 
the Auxiliary Nursing Service. Mrs, 
Upsdell, wife of the Headmaster of 
the Central British ‘School, was anct- 
ing ns Lady Superviser of the non- 
medical work of the. Hospital, with 
the assistance of two voluntary ussis~ 
tant supervisers, 

First Ald Pasts 

It was learned from an authorita- 
tive quarter yesterdny that, in spite 
of the somewhat disappointing re- 
rponse from the Chinese members of 
the Auxilinry Nursing Service, in 
connection with the present work .at 
the Central British School yet of .the 
46 nurses who were asked to volun- 
teer for duty at 10-.First Aid’ posts, 
all reporicd for duty. Needless ‘to 
say, the vast majority of these nurses 
ore members of the Chinese com- 
munity,
